Charging that the distributor 
gets the profits under the present 
plan of reducing the butterfat con- 
tent of milk before offering it for 
sale, State Agricultural Commis- 
sioner Tom Linder Saturday advo- 
cated a higher price to the produc- 
er for good milk and a lower price 
to the consumer for poor milk 

Under the present plan, the dis- 
tributor pays the producer $6.06 
for 100 pounds of milk containing | 
four percent butterfat, and adds | 
@ premium of five cents per point 
above this butterfat content or sub- 
tracts five cents per point for milk 
with less than this butterfat con- 
tent. Then, he cen reduce this 
to milk to the legal minimum of 
2.25 percent butterfat, and retail 
it in Atlanta at 22 cents per quart.

The 
low grade milk is not the respon- 
sibility of the producer, who mar- 
kets some of the best milk in the 
nation, but it is the fault of the 
distributor who changes the con- 
tent, Linder said. 

The Commissioner said produc: 
ers should receive 12 cents instead 
of five cents per point for milk 
containing more than four percent 
butterfat, and shoukd be penalized 
12 cents for milk containing le 
than this amount This would 
prove a great reward for butterfat 
content. Then, the milk should be 
f0ld by the distributor without re- 
ducing the butterfat content A 
higher price could be received for 
rich milk; a low price for poor 
milk, he said. 

Linder reiterated his plan to 
compel dairies to label their milk 
according to butterfat content ef- 
fective July 1, so the consumers 
may know the quality of the milk 
they are buying.

OFFICIALLY, all that the Army 
will talk about in the matter of 
resettling one-time enemy weapon 
experts is that a group of 30-odd 
Germans has been established at 
Wright Field in research work. A 
few others are said to be stationed 
at White Sands, N. M., to aid in 
the captured V-2 experiments. The 
Navy's V-1 tests off California also 
probably make use of a couple of 
men who sat in on the birth and 
development of that remarkable 
project and projectile. 


The Germans were clever, but 
only the Russians and the Brit- 
ish seem to appreciate just how 
clever they were. Our official 
interest in them centers mainly 
around the protection, for as 
long as possible, of our $2,000.,- 
000,000 investment in the A- 
bomb, a commendable enough 
precaution, but one which would 
appear to be short-gained. 

It is a glum topic, at best, but

Like the empire-bullding King 
Nimrod who moved into Assyria and 
bullt the city of Nineveh, Enmerkar, 
the hero of 5,000 years ago, had great 
prowess, but he lived in the days 
when Sumerian rulers were pagan 
priests who imagined that their con- 
duct was influenced by a host of 
mythological gods and pgoddesses. 

The poem which Dr. Kramer has 
entitled “Enmerkar and the Lord of 
Aratta”’ is an account of how the 
ruler of Erech went outand conquered 
his wealthy neighbors at Aratta in a 
bloodless war. 

As such jit lends new significance 
to an ancient Sumerian myth of 
Strife between Inanna, queen of the 
heavens, and Enki, the lord of wisdom. 

Inanna, according to the early 
legend, acted as guardian goddess ol 
Eerech, and wanted to make that city 
the center of civilization 

She couldn't do this, however, 
without getting possession of certain 
“divine presumably clay 
tablet documents—-governing all the 
achievements of the Sumerians. 

These decrees were hidden away 
in the watery abyss, called the Abzu, 
which was the home of Enki, the lord 
of wisdom and god of the sea. 

Inanna realized that. Enki, who 
“knew the very heart of the gods,” 
wouldn't be easy to hoodwink. So she 
made hersetf especially attractive and 
went to call at the Abzu, on the edge 
of the city of Eridu. 

Enki, secretly watching her ap- 
proach, sent his messenger Isimud to 
yreet her and issued orders that a 
banquet of barley cake with butter 
and date wine be set on the 
“table of heaven” tor his beau 
tiful guest 

The lord of wisdom sat 
down to enjoy the feast with 
Inanna, goddess of love and 
war. He was completely un 
suspecting and, overcome with 
her loveliness. he drank too 
much wine 

Like an earthly suitor, he 
wanted to give the best possible cifts 
to the fair Inanna. 

The goddess, seeing her chance to 
get the documents, probably applied 
a bit of the power of suggestion as a 
supplement to her charms.

HEN three young men won $104,850 in 
a gambling casino in garish Las Vegas, 
Nevada, the other day they attributed 
their success to a self-devised system of roulette 
betting, but as any insurance actuary or other 
expert on the laws of chance knows, what they 
really had was merely a phenomenal run of luck. 

No system can beat the house. The experts 
can prove that. Runs of luek come and go. The 
unchanging percentage in favor of the wheel's 
operator always makes the house the winner. 

No one ever broke the bank. The bank in a 
casino fixes a limit on its losses for the day. It 
won't go beyond the limit; it may close for the 
night, but “breaking the bank at Monte Carlo” 
or “breaking” one anywhetfe else is only a phrase 
indicating the bank’s temporary suspension. 

The young men’s killing was the kind that 
Hollywood glamour figures for years have been 
hoping to make in the western gaming capital, 
and they're willing to let their record stand. 

“Even our system can't beat the odds in the 

long run,” they admit. 
' They had their fling because chance brought 
them together—-E-d Scofield and Sam Taylor, Hol- 
lywood film writers, and Ben Harrison, a Mon 
treal businessman. ‘The mathematical Harrison 
kaleidoscoped the pet system of the other two, and 
came up with the one-day wonder. 

“T always had a system,” said Scofield a little 
while ago. “I picked it up in Monte Carlo. It 
was very: good. But it didn’t work.” 

“I had one, too,” said ‘Taylor. “I got it from 
my Uncle Harry Hie ran a saloon in Cripple 
Creek [It was all right. But you couldn't win.” 

They told their friend Harrison and he says 
that all he did was take their charts and “co- 
ordinate” them. 

With the coordinated system, they decided one 
night to walk down neon-blinking Main Street in 
Las Vegas, and not just for fun. They took along 
a working capital of $2,400. 

After they had won $12,000 in one casino and 
$9,700 in another, they asked Sanford Adler, owner 
of the Hotel El Rancho Vegas, to raise. the limits,

They made the killing, they explain now, by 
playing certain “key numbers” and certain “vari- 
ables.”

In 
addition, they laid a pattern of bets around each 
“key’’ number, each chip placed so that it “halved” 
with the “‘key”’ number and its next door neighbor. 

“This requires about 22 chips, though it may 
take more, depending on how you play the 
‘variables’,” gnid Harrison. 

Beyond that, in detail, they wouldn't go, for 
they said that although the system worked once, 
they could never be sure of it again—any more 
than you can be sure of any other system where 
the casino has a number or numbers of its own 
always working against you, the zero of the 
European casinos, the double-zero of Las Vegas.

The tax increases from $25 to 
$80 and the patent expires after the 
16th year.” 

Both in England and in Canada 
any individual can go to the patent 
office after three years, claim that 
the inventor is not making full use 
of his patent, and apply for a license. 
If the case is granted, the patent 
office may even fix the terms of pay-
